"We are agreed,"says a commander 


of prominence, "that this is the greatest 
camp tbe State militia has evvr occupied, 
and from a patriotic and instructive, as 
well aa from a military point of view, 
this is the property that the State of 
Pennsylvania should purchase for a per- 
mnnent National Guard camp." 


General Wiley is said to have remarked 


last week: 


"During my service as an officer of the 


State militia, I have never seen a divi- 
sion encampment as well arranged as 
this one. I think the Gettysburg Bat 
tleueld should become a permanent 
camping ground for the guards, not only 
because of its adaptability for camping 
purposes, but ^because of its -historical 
value. No more fitting place could be 
found for a military camp than this, tbe 
greatest battlefield in America." 


At the close of tbe encampment tbr 


Fourth United States artillery will leave 
for Mount Gretna, where tbe battery 
will spend a month in u'fle practice. 
Tbe battery Is under command of Cap- 
tain S. M. Foate, and G and H troops 
are under command of Captain T. H. 
Lewis. Tbe caissons of tbe batteiy are 
well loaded with shrapnel and shell. 
Ninety rounds of the former and thirty 
rounds of shell, ten thousand rounds of 
pistol cartridges, five thousand Krag- 
Jorgensen and about live hundred pounds 
of extra powder. All this ammunition 
Is not for use at Gettysburg. In fact 
none of it except tbe 500 pounds of pow- 
der. Tbe heavy stuff is for use at 
Mount Gretna. 


The proposed reorganization of the 


National Guard will be delayed until 
after tbe encampment so tbat Governor 
Stone may bave a better idea of tbe effi- 
ciency of the various commands. Strong 
political pressure has been brought to 
to bear upon tbe governor to keep tbe 
present regiments intact, but this is im- 
possible if the United States regulations 
are to be complied witb. Some of the 
companies in the Second and Third bri- 
gades will sooner or later be mustered 
oat, and one regiment in each of these 
brigades will be disbanded to bring them 
up to the three-regiment, twelve-com- 
pany formation. 


Among the applicants for tbe Kelly 


medal for tbe oldest member of the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania at tbe di- 
vision encampment at Gettysburg, will 
be Ordnance Sergeant Philip German, of 
tbe Third brigade, of Harrisbnrg. Ser- 
geant German has been a member of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania since 
February 26, 1869, and his service stripes 
are so numerous tbat they nearly reach 
to his elbow.

Edwin Markham, author of the Man with the Hoe ; General Daniel E. Sickles, 
who left a. leg on Gettysburg battlefield, and is at the head of the Gettysburg 
Monument Commission, and also an author; George Gary Eggleston, a South- 
ern officer in the great war, poet and author of several books, among them 
"Confederates of the War," 
consented to read the poems and award the prize 


for the one they considered best. 
Responses came from all parts of the 


United States—nearly 1,000 poems in all—and it was no easy task to read all 
the manuscripts conscientiously, that no writer, however unknown, might be 
overlooked. 


Nearly a fortnight was devoted to this work, and finally, after careful 


consideration and many readings of the best of the offerings, the committee 
awarded the prize to Mr. John Harrison Mills, of Westford, Oswego county, 
N. Y. 


Had the author of "The Charge of the Devil's Den" sent in his name, and 


had a second prize been offered, he would have received. His poem is short 
and as exciting as a cavalry charge. It is postmarked "Newark," but no 
name given. 


So long as history records the thrilling acts of heroism aud patriotism on 


battlefields the story of Gettysburg will be read with undying interest. The i 
thirty-ninth anniversary of that stupendous episode is again painted by ora- 
tors and sung by poets, recalling the shining deeds of heroes immortal,

The immigration statistics for the year, 


which closed on May 30th last, show that 
during thau period nearly half a million 
people from foreign countries came to 
the United States. More than one-half 
of them came during the past four 
months. Italy, Austria, Hungary, Rus- 
sia and Germany sent us most of these 
strangers. Three-fourths of the entire 
number were men, which would perhaps 
indicate that many of the number are 
mere adventurers, who have not come 
m make this country their permanent 
home, but to take adva tage of the busi- 
ness boom wbich prevails intending later 
to return to their former countries. 
The larger number have remained in the 
states ot New York and Pennsylvania, 
depending upou such employment as 
they may be able to secure.

11. Always keep asupply of wood in a dry

THE GETTYSBURG MANUFACTURING CO. 
The Furniture Factory began operations 


last Wednesday with six meu, which force 
will be increased next Monday to teu. 
With these men at work the capacity will 
be about ol) pieces per week. This force 
will gradually be increased to thirty-five, 
which will be tho limit of hands that can 
bo used at present. The capacity will then 
be about HID buffets and dressers per week. 


The buildings are quite complete and 


up-to-date in their appointments. The 
boiler is of 00 and the engine of 25 horse- 
power. 
The engine room is 16 by 34 feet 


in dimensions, the glue room is 18 by 34 
feet, the machine room 30 by 60, the bench 
room 30 by 50, the ifnishing and storage 
rooms combined are 30 by 80 feet. There 
is also an office at the front entrance to 
the buildinge. 


The machiuery used is that which has 


been used in the factory ut Orrtanua. 
The 


only new machinery is that in the dry 
kiln, which hus a capacity of 24,000 feet of 
lumber 
This machinery is the latest im- 


proved. Ic consists of au engine which 
runs the Ian aud a,51)0 feet of one-inch 
heating pipe. 


Emory Siarner has charge of the work. 


He is assisted by his fathei, Levi Starcor, 
who mauaged the plant at Urrtauna for 
one year and previous to that had a plan- 
ing mill there for nine years. 


The lumber is obtained in West Vir- 


ginia. It consists of oak, with some pop- 
lar for backing, etc. 


Only buifots and dressers are to be manu- 


factured. There are 8 atyleB of the former 
arid 3 of the latter. Mr. Starner informs 
us that it is necessary to cancel many or- 
ders daily. At present he has orders from 
11 states. Much of the output is shipped 
to New Yuik and the Nrew England states. 


The blower system is used in the fac- 


tory. By this all tho dust and shavings 
are blown right into thu boiler from the 
machines. Thus all dust is avoided and 
the men ure comfortable while at work.

DEATH. 


Rev. Dr. A, W. Lilly, a well known, 


able and venerable minister of the Luth- 
eran church, died at his home in Mechan- 
csburg ou July 4th, aged 80 years. Dr. 
Lilly was born at Turbotsville in 1822, and 
spent his early lite on the farm. He en- 
tered the preparatory school of Pennsyl- 
vania College at Gettysburg in 1842, grad- 
uating in the class of 1848 as the orator of 
the class. 
After teaching a year and com- 


pleting his course ol study in the Seminary 
at Gettysburg he was licensed to preach in 
1851. 
He was called to the Third Luth- 


eran church of Baltimore. 
From that 


point he was called as pastor of Zion 
Lutheran church of York, where be re- 
mained until he retired from active minis- 
try several years ago, after a pastorate of 
42 years. 
He was a fluent, able and inter- 


esting speaker. He served as President 
of the Board of Church Extension and 
Home Missions and frequently as delegate 
to the General Synod. 
Since residing in 


Mechanicsburg he has been president of 
the Board of Trustees of Irving College. 


Samuel Little, a well-known colored man 


of this place, who did chores around the 
Compiler office during the last 25 years or 
more, died last Wednesday evening at hie 
home on Washington street, aged about 
45 years, and was buried on Friday morn- 
ing in the burial grou"d of the colored 
people. The cauee of his death was pneu- 
monia.

GOVERNOR REFUSES TO SEND TROOPS. 
Governor Stone last Thursday afternoon 


made public the following telegram, which 
is self explanatory : 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 10, 1902. 


MR. J. H. 
GKMHBKT, Sheriff, 
Mauch 


Chunk, Pa.: 


Your telegram of to day, stating that 


strikers are gathering in large mobs at 
Lansford and Summit Hill in this county 
and citizens are attacked and beaten and 
in danger of their lives, and that you hnd 
that you are unable to preserve order and 
protect the citizens, aud therefore must 
call on me for troops, received. 
The law 


under which the National Guard ia called 
out does not justify action nnder the cir- 
cumatances and conditions which you re- 
cite. The National Guard are not police 
officers. 
These conditions are entirely 


within your own province, and with the 
aid at your hand you ought to overcome 
tho difficulty without the use of State 
troops. 
If there is a condition of riot, 


mob or insurrection, which the civil au- 
thorities are unable to suppress, the Gov- 
ernor will not hesitate to Bend troops, but 
under no circumstances will he do so un- 
less the civil authority is exhausted after 
reasonable effort on the part of the Sheriff 
and the protection of life and property de- 
mands it 


WILLIAM A. STONE. 


Representing a committee ol Carbon 


county citizens, George M. Davis, T. M. 
Whildin and John E. Lauer, of Lansford, 
called upon the Governor and explained 
the situation at Lansibrd and Sninmit Hill. 


The visitors said that the Burgesses of 


the boroughs and the Sheriff had ex- 
hausted their powers in trying to preserve 
order, and that mob rule prevailed in both 
towns.* 


The visitors also stated that the trouble 


was daily becoming worse, and that it was 
a question of only a short time wben it 
would be necessary to send troops into the 
county to preserve order ond protect prop- 
:rty. 


The Governor promised to keep in 


toucn with the situation, and explained 
that if he realized that the presence of 
,roops was necessary to maintain order 
he would not hesitate to order out the 
militia.

SEVERAL SUGGESTIONS OF INTEREST TO 


THE 
FARMER. 


There are faults in feeding that should 


be avoided. The farmer wuo overloads 
bis animals by allowing food to remain 
within their reach iit all times is not 
economical in hia methods. Animals 
Uiat are permitted en fasd r>n r;rain or 
hay at will are subject to indigestion and 
also evince no disposition to exercise. 
Plenty of food ahonld be allowed, but at 
reguiwr hours, and in qutntity suited to 
the requirements of each individual. 


The mutton breeds of sheep sttain 


great weights. As early as 1794, in Eng- 
land, a Leicester ram 
weighed 301 


pounds; its dressed carcass weighed over 
200 pounds. At the Philadelphia Cen- 
ttmuial an Oxford ram weighed 425 iba.

At a meeting of Pittsburg Democrats 


rfcently, in n short informal speech Mr.
